Efficiency Review (ER) Initiative 

• DHS expects to achieve over $180 million in cost avoidances over the next six years by leveraging the 
purchasing power of the entire Department to acquire software licenses for Department-wide usage.

Recent Stories 

• On April 8 th , a Los Angeles Times editorial praised the Administration's efforts to improve medical 
treatment at immigration detention facilities. 

• On April 8 th , The Los Angeles Times published a feature story on Customs and Border Protection's efforts 
to intercept counterfeit goods at the ports of Los Angeles and Long Beach, C A. 

• On April 10 th , The Houston Chronicle published a feature story highlighting anti-counterfeiting efforts by 
Customs and Border Protection, Immigration and Customs Enforcement and local police in Houston, TX.

• On April 14 th , The Associated Press published a feature story on Border Patrol Forward Operating Bases, 
noting remarks by Customs and Border Protection Commissioner Alan Bersin highlighting the mobility and 
nimbleness of the Border Patrol as critical to anti-smuggling efforts.

• On April 8 th , Bloomberg News interviewed Principal Deputy Counterterrorism Coordinator John Cohen on 
the Department's public outreach on countering violent extremism and the "If You See Something, Say 
Something" campaign. Publication is expected within the next few days.

Upcoming Policy Initiatives or Announcements 
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• On April 7 th , the Office of Immigration Statistics published the FY 2010 Annual Naturalization Report on 
the Immigration Statistics website . The report presents information on the number and characteristics of 
foreign nationals aged 18 years and over who were naturalized during 2010 using data from administrative 
records of U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services. 

• By April 18 th , the Office of Counternarcotics Enforcement, in coordination with DHS components, plans to 
transmit to the U.S. European Command a multi-year joint strategic plan to increase collaboration with 
partners in Europe and Eurasia to combat transnational smuggling. 

• On April 22 nd , U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS) will publish a System of Records 
Notice on a new E-Verify-related program called RIDE (Records and Information from DMVs for E- 
Verify) in the Federal Register. The program will allow E- Verify to confirm the validity and authenticity of 
driver's licenses used as Form 1-9 identity documents by employees, improving the integrity of the E- Verify 
system. USCIS expects to launch a pilot of the RIDE program in Mississippi on June 5 th and will look to 
expand to other states following an assessment of the pilot's performance. 

Office of Inspector General (OIG) Reports 

• Congressional Distribution on April 19 th , Web Posting on April 27 th : "Information Sharing on 
Foreign Nationals: Overseas Screening." Background: The OIG evaluated whether current levels of 
cooperation, resources, and technology are adequate for DHS officers to assess the risks posed by foreign 
nationals who seek to enter the United States. The OIG also reviewed plans to consolidate and improve 
information in the Department's data systems. Findings: DHS has made progress in evaluating the 
admissibility of foreign nationals before they travel to the United States. However, DHS initiatives face 
resource and technological challenges. Information is fragmented among more than 17 data systems and 
officers must conduct labor-intensive, system-by-system checks to verify or eliminate each possible match 
to terrorist watchlists and other derogatory information. The CBP National Targeting Center - Passenger is 
challenged by insufficient staff. Effective small-scale screening and interdiction programs need sufficient 
resources to meet operational needs and congressional mandates. Recommendations: The OIG makes 18 
recommendations to standardize the technology used to share information in DHS data systems, enable 
federal officers to obtain and use the most current and complete data available, and improve information 
sharing procedures. Response: DHS components concurred with 17 of the 18 recommendations. The Office 
of Intelligence and Analysis (I&A) did not concur with the recommendation to establish a Border Security 
Shared Mission Community, as efforts to achieve the objective of this recommendation are already 
underway throughout the Department and establishing this new entity would be duplicative. 

Other Reports 

• On April 13 th , GAO released a report titled "Coast Guard: Opportunities Exist to Further Improve 
Acquisition Management Capabilities." Background: In response to the Coast Guard Authorization Act 
of 2010, GAO assessed, from January to April 201 1, Coast Guard capabilities to manage its major 
acquisition programs and determined the extent to which the Coast Guard leverages the Department of 
Defense (DOD) and other agency contracts or expertise to support its major acquisition programs. 
Findings: GAO found that the Coast Guard continues to strengthen its acquisition management capabilities 
by updating acquisitions management policies and reducing acquisition workforce vacancies, but shortfalls 
persist in hiring staff for certain key areas and some programs continue to be affected by unfilled positions. 
Additionally, while the Coast Guard has increased its acquisition management capabilities, GAO found that 
most major acquisition programs have cost, schedule, or program execution risks. Recommendation: GAO 
recommends that that the Coast Guard provide program management staff with greater access to updated 
information about agreements in place with DOD by ensuring all interagency agreements are captured in a 
database or other format that is readily accessible to program staff. Response: The Coast Guard is working 
to implement this recommendation.

expected to attend. Open press. 

• On April 15 th , the Science and Technology Directorate (S&T) will showcase the Identity Proofing Testbed 
effort - which will help efforts to strengthen the resiliency and security of financial services and other 
critical infrastructure sectors - at the public announcement of the National Strategy for Trusted Identities in 
Cyberspace (NSTIC) at the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. The NSTIC is a government-wide initiative that 
will make the online environment more secure and convenient for consumers. Open press. 

• On April 15 th and 16 th , Transportation Security Administration (TSA) Administrator John Pistole will 
attend the International Association of Chiefs of Police (IACP) Executive Committee meetings in 
Scottsdale, AZ, to promote continued cooperation between IACP and TSA. Closed press. 

• From April 18 th to 22 nd , Immigration and Customs Enforcement will deploy Secure Communities 
technology to 23 local law enforcement agencies in Maryland, Missouri, Nevada, New York and Ohio. 

• On April 19 th , FEMA Administrator Craig Fugate will deliver remarks on hurricane season preparation and 
catastrophic preparedness at the 201 1 National Hurricane Conference in Atlanta, GA. He will also conduct 
several local and regional interviews regarding the upcoming hurricane season (outlets TBD). Open press.

Robles, Commander in Chief of the Chilean Navy, briefings on Integrated Public Alert and Warning 
Systems and FEMA's collaboration with the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration, in 
Washington, D.C. Closed press. 

• On April 26 th , Civil Rights and Civil Liberties Officer Margo Schlanger will speak at a plenary session of 
the 8 th Annual Immigration Law and Policy Conference hosted by the Georgetown University Law Center. 
The session will focus on detention reform. Closed press. 

• From April 26 th to 27 th , an Office of Civil Rights and Civil Liberties (CRCL) representative will attend a 
meeting with Arab, Muslim, South Asian and other community groups in central Florida - a follow-up to an 
earlier engagement event. This outreach is designed to help launch a regular CRCL roundtable in central 
Florida. Open press. 
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• From April 26 th to 28 th , the Science and Technology Directorate will provide an update on the National Bio 
and Agro-Defense Facility project at the 201 1 International Symposium on Agroterrorism in Kansas City, 
MO. More than 1,000 attendees from 22 countries and all 50 states are expected to participate. No new 
announcements.

• On April 27 th , the Science and Technology (S&T) Directorate will unveil the first successful technology to 
be certified under the System Efficacy through Commercialization Utilization Relevance and Evaluation 
program, a unique public-private partnership for research and development, in a ceremony to be held at the 
Long Island Forum for Technology in Bethpage, NY. Under this partnership, Visual Defence USA, Inc. 
developed and tested the Blast Resistant Autonomous Video Equipment camera as part of a blast-survivable 
video system designed for use in mass transit vehicles. Open press. S&T will issue a media advisory on 
April 20 th . 

• On April 27 th and 28 th , representatives of the Science and Technology Directorate's Cybersecurity Division 
will travel to Canberra, Australia to meet with Australian National Security Science & Technology Assistant 
Secretary Marina Tsirbas to discuss the details and logistics of Australia providing funding to current 
projects focusing on Internet measurement and botnet detection (networks of compromised computers used 
to perpetrate electronic fraud and other criminal activity).

The OIG audited the Federal Emergency Management Agency's (FEMA) mass care and emergency 
assistance program. Findings: Since Hurricane Katrina, FEMA has made progress toward improving its 
mass care and emergency assistance program. It has coordinated more effectively with state and local 
governments and voluntary organizations; developed planning tools to build the mass care and emergency 
assistance capacities of these governments and organizations; and created an internal infrastructure to plan, 
coordinate and provide direct mass care and emergency assistance, as needed. However, the OIG found that 
additional actions are needed to ensure that the program is implemented effectively in future disasters. 
Recommendations: The OIG made seven recommendations to strengthen management and administration 
of the agency's mass care and emergency assistance coordination and management activities, focusing on 
finalizing mass care and emergency assistance standard operating procedures, evaluating the effectiveness 
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of planning tools, and testing mass care and emergency assistance activities during national and regional 
exercises. Response: FEMA concurs with the seven recommendations and is taking action to address them. 

• Congressional distribution on May 2 nd , Web Posting on May 10 th : "Design and Implementation of the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency's Emergency Management Performance Grant." 
Background: The OIG audited the Federal Emergency Management Agency's (FEMA) Emergency 
Management Performance Grant Program (EMPG) to determine if its design, implementation and 
performance measurement strategy facilitate improved emergency management and preparedness for its 
grantees. Findings: The OIG found that FEMA can improve EMPG implementation by awarding grant 
funds in a timelier manner. Recommendations: The OIG made two recommendations to enhance EMPG's 
overall effectiveness. Response: FEMA is finalizing the FY 201 1 EMPG guidance and working to review 
applications prior to the start of the grant period of performance, addressing an OIG recommendation. 
Additionally, FEMA is including new performance measures in the FY 201 1 EMPG grant guidance and 
streamlining the EMPG application and implementation process, also fulfilling an OIG recommendation.

Efficiency Review (ER) Initiative

Response to Major Storms, Tornadoes and Flooding

More than 1,500 FEMA employees have been deployed to the affected areas, 
including 320 FEMA Community Relations staff going door to door in impacted states helping individuals 
register for assistance.
